He firft whotafted of the gall of her bitternes 

was John Orkton a Sailer, and a man of ftrong 
conftitution of body, who about fome fiue yeares 
fithence, returning out of Holland in the Nether- 
land, or low Countries beyond the Seas, happe- 
ned, for fome mifdemeanors committed by him 
to ftrike the fonne of this Mary Smith (bur in fuch 
fortas could not in reafon bee offenfiuely taken) 
who hearing his complaint , came foorth into the 
fticete, curfing and banning him therefore, as of. 
tentimes {hee did , dwelling in the next adioyn- 
ing houfe,and wifhed in a moft earneft and bitter 
manner , that his fingers might rotte off; where- 
vpon prefently hee grew weake , diftempered in 
ftomacke , and could digeftno meate, nor other 
nourifhmentreceiued , and.this diferafie or fee- 
blenefle continued for the {pace of three quarters 
ofa yeare ; which time expired, the fore-menti- 
oned griefe fel downe from the ftomacke into his 
handsand fecte, fo that his fingers did corrupr, 
and were cut off; as alfo histoes putrified & con- 
fumed in a very ftrange and admirable manner. 
Neuerthelefic, notwithftanding thefe calamities, 
fo long as hee was able, went ftillto Sea, inthe 
goods and fhippes of lundry Merchants (for it 


mas 
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was his onely meanes of liuing ) but never could 
make any profperous voyage (as then other men 
did) eyther beneficiall to the Owners, or profita- 
ble to himfelfe. Whereupon , not willing tó bee 
hindrance to others, and procure no good for 
his owne maintenance by his labours , left that 
tradeoflife, andkept home, where his former 
griefe encreafing , foughtto obtaine help and re- 
medie by Chirurgery , and for this end went to 
Yarmouth, hoping to be cured by ene there,who 
was accompted veryskilfull: but no medicines 
applyed by the Rules of Arte and Experience, 
wrought any expeéted or hoped foreffe& : for 
both his hands and feete , which feemed in fome 
meafure euery eucaing to be healing, in the mor- 
ning were found ic haue gone backeward, and 
growne far worfe then before: So that the Chi- 
rurgian percciuing his labour to bee wholly fru- 
firate, gauc cuerthe cure, and the difeafed pati- 
ent ftill contínuech in a moft diftreffed and mife- 
rable eltate , vnto the which hee was brought by 
the hellith practifes of this malitious woman, 
who long before openly in the ftrectes , (whenas 
yet the neighbours knew ofno fuch thing ) reioy- 
cing atthe calamity, faid, Orkton now lyeth a rot. 
ting. And no maruell though the could tell chat 
which herfelfe haddone, and her good maifter 
would not fuffer to be concealed , but that the te- 
ftimony of her owne tongue fhouldremavneas a 
record towardes her further deteétion and con- 
demnation, who fought meanes ofher voluntary 
accord to bereconciled with the wofull diftreffed

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party, but this was nothing elfe but to plaifter o» 
uer and difguife her former inhumane and barba- 
rous actions, for no reliefe atall followed thereof:

difeafes , which neyther the one, nor the other 
can remoue againc. And this is not any vaporous 
imagination , but a moftvndoubted trueth.

zabeih Hancocke. 


É feeond perfon diftreffed, by this witch, 
was Elizabeth Hancocke, then widdow , now 
wife of James Scot: the maner, occafion, and pro- 
ceeding of whofe dealing againft her was thus. 
She comming out of the towne from the (hoppe 
of one Simon Browne a Silkeman, vnto whom fhe 
had carried home fome worke,which was by him 
puroutvntoher; Feary Smith, as thee pafled b 

his doore, tookeherbythe hand, and fmilingly 
faid,that his ducke(meaning his wife, this woman 
of whom wenowfpeake) tolde him that fhee had 
ftolncherhenne; which wordes Mee then paffed 
ouer, 
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ouer, as onely fpoken inmerriment, anddenying 
thefame : inthe meanetime, as they were inter- 
changing thefe words, [hee came herfelfe, and 
directly charged her with the henne , and wifhed. 
thatthe bones thereof might fticke in herthroar, 
when fhe fhould eate the lame : which fpeech alfo 
fhe made no great reckoning of, fuppofing them 
to be but words of courfe , and might bez vttered 
in jeaft. Neuertheleffe, afterward berter confide- 
ring of the fame , conceiued much griefe, to bee 
counted one of fo euill qualityand difpofition, 
and elpying that hen for which the was accufed, 
to fit vpon the hatch of her fhoppe doore , went 
to her, and mooued with the indignity of that 
{launder, and vniuft imputation, told her in fome 
paffion and angry manner, thatit was a difhoneft 
part thus to blemiíh the good name of her neigh- 
bors with fo vntrue afperfions: whereupon,brea- 
king foorth in fome violence, (he wifhed the pox 
tolightvponher, and named her prowde /izny, 
prowde flurts, and fhaking the hand, bade her go 
in, for fhe fhouldrepentit; and the fame night, 
within three or foure houres after thefe curfes and 
imprecations vetered, fhe was taken and pinched 
atthe heart, and felta fodaine weaknefle in.all the 
parts of her body ; yet her appetite to meate no- 
thing diminifhed, and fo continued for the {pace 
of three weekes; in which time, when fhe was any 
thing well, would come to the doore , and leane 
vpon the ftall; whom this Marie Smith {eeing did 
euerbanne, adding the former curfe, the poxe 
light vpon you, can you yet come to the doore? 
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and at the end of thefe three weckes, beeing but 
very wezke , came foorth as (hee víed to doe, to 
take theayre, this mifchicuous woman moft bit- 
terly curfed her againe , whereupon fhe went in- 
to thc houfe, fell into fuch a torturing fit, and nip- 
ping atthe heart, that fhe fainted, hardly recoue- 
rable for the {pace of halfean houre , and fo grie- 
uoufly racked and tormented through all parts of 
her body,as ifthe very flefh had beene torne from 
the bones, by the violent paine whereof fhe could 
not refraine, but tore the haire from off her head, 
and became as one diftraught, bereaned of fence, 
and vnderftanding: And the fame nightthe bed 
whereon fhe lay, was fo tofled, and lifted vp and 
downe, both in her ownefecling, and in the fight 
ofothers then prefentbeholders of her extreami- 
ties, by the {pace ofonehoure or more, tha: fhe 
was therewith exceedingly terrified, & did thinke 
oftentimes in her fleepe, that (he did fee this Ma- 
vie Smith {tanding before her. And this fir conti- 
nued fixteene houres , during which paffien Ed- 
ward Drake her father came to the Towne,touch- 
ed with griefe for this torture of his daughter (as 
parents hearts arerelenting and tender,and natu- 
rall compaffion is foone ftirred vp in chem) rooke 
hervrine, wenttooneforhisaduice (whofe fad 
herein isno way inftifiable,and argued but a {mall 
meafure of religion , andthe knowledgeof God 
in him) who firk tolde vnto him the caufe of his 
comming, that is, to feeke help for his daughter, 
and then-added, thatthe was fo farre fpent, that 
ithee had ftayed but enc day longer, the — 
wie 
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who had wrongd her, would haue fpent her heart, 
and fo become vnrecouerable , and thereupon 
fhewed himherfacein a Glaffe , and further, o- 
pened the beginning caufe of falling our, which 
was for a hen, which before this, Drake neyther 
knew nor heard of, and then gaue his counfell for 
remedy, which was the matter fought for & defi- 
red,8z that was in this order. To make a cake with 
flower from the Bakers, & to mix the fame inftead 
of other liquor,with her own water and bake it on 
the harch, wherof the one halfe was to be applyed 
and laid to the region of the heart, the other halfe 
to the back directly oppofit; & further,gaue a box 
of oincment like triacle, which muft be fpread vp- 
on that cake, and a powder to be caft vpon the 
fame, and certaine words written in a paper, to 
be layd on likewife with the other,adding this ca- 
ucar, thatif his daughter did not amend within: 
fix houres after the taking of thefe receits , then 
there was.no health or recouery to be looked for: 
& further,withed filenceto be kept herein,for the 
womá who had done this, would know any thing, 

And being thus furnifhing with inftru ions, 
and returning home, as hee alighted from his 
horfe to enter into that houfe where his daughter 
lay (being the next vnto Mary Smiths) (hee then 
ftood leaning ouer her fhop window, whom hee 
knew to be that perfon, which was fhewed vnto 
him, and.the curfed him paffing by, and told his 
daughter that her Father had beene with a Wi- 
fard. And the next day following after they had 
put in practife che Tassen, (he affirmed 
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to divers ofthe neighbours, that Drake the affi- 
ted womans father, had beene to aske counfell, 
and made a Witch Cake, but thee would learne 
how they came to hane that knowledge: yet for 
the prefent (he found helpe, and was freedfrom 
the Janguifbing and other confli@s wherewith 
fhe was affaulted by the fpace of fixe weekes. 

After this, being married vnto James Scot, 2 
great Cat which kept with this Witch (of whofe 
infernal both purpofes and pra@ifes wee now 
{peake) frequented their houfe;and vpon doin 
fome fcathe, her husband moued therwith, thrufk 
it twice through with his {word : which notwith- 
ftanding thofe wounds receiued , ran away : then 
he ftroke itwith all his force vpon the head with 
a great pike ftaffe, yet could not kili her; but (hee 
leapt after this vpward almoft a yard from the 
boords ofthat chamber where fhe now was, and 
crept downe: which hee perceiuing, willed his 
lad (a boy of foureteene yeares) to dragge her to 
the muck-hill, but was not able; and therefore pur 
her into afacke,and being in the fame, ftill moued 
and ftirred. Whereupon they pur her outagaine, 
and calt hervndera paire of ftaires, Purpofing in 
the morning, to get more helpe, and carry her a- 
way ¿but then could not be found, though all the 
doores that night were locked, and neuer heard 
what afterward became thereof, 

Not long after, this Witch came forth wih- 
Birchin broome, and threatned to lay itvpon thide 
head of Elizabeth Scot, and defiled her cléathes 
therewith, as (he {wept the ftreet before her (hop 
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doore, and that in the fight of her husband, who 

not digefting this indignity offered vnto his wife, 

threatned that if he had any fuch fits,as fhe endu- 

red being a Widow before marriage, hee would 

hang her. Atthis fhe clapped her hands,and faid 

hee killed her Cat. And within two or three 

dayes after this enterchange of words betweene 

them, his wife was perplexed with the like paine 

and griefe at her heart, as formerly Me had beene; 

and that for two dayes aad a night: wherefore her 

husband went to this wrathfull and malicious per- 

fon, afluring that if his wife did notamend, hee

+ A mans anger wrought, was Cscely Balye, then 
feruant to Robert Coulton, now wife of william 
Vaux, who fweeping the ftreet before her maifters 
doore vpon a Saturday in the euening, Mary 
Smith began to picka quarrell about the manner 
of Íwecping, and faid vnto her fhe was a great fat- 


tail'd fow but that fatneffe fhonld fhortly be pul- 


led 
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led downeand abated. And the next nightbeing 
Sunday immediatly following, a Cat came vnto 
her,fate vpon her breaft, with which fhe was grie- 
uoufly tormented,and fo oppreffed,that fhe could 
not withour great difficulty draw her breath, and 
at the fame inftant did perfe@ly fee thefaid Mary 
in the chamber where the lay,who (as (he concei- 
ued) fet that Cat vpon her, and immediatly after 
fell ficke,languifhed, and grew exceeding leane ; 
and fo continued for the fpace of halfe a yearcto- 
gether,during the whole continuance in her mais 
ters feruice ; vntill departing from him,fhe dwelt 
with one Miftres Garoway, and then began to bee 
amended in her health, and reconer of her for- 
met pining fickneffe: for this Witch had faid,that 
fo long as fhe dwelcneere her, the fhouldnotbe 
well, but grow from euill to worfe.

TE: fourth endammaged by this Hagge, was 
one Edmund Newton : the difcontentment 
did arife from this ground ; Becaufe hee had 
bought feuerall bargaines of Holland cheefe,and 
fold them againe,by which (he thought her bene- 
fic to be fomewhat impaired, vfing the like kinde 
of trading.

moneths, was conftrained to goon Crutches not 
being able to teed himfelfe, and amended not be-
